The earliest records of Mankind’s history 
are found at ancient camp and hunting 
sites.

To the north, in what 
is now Europe, primitive man hunted the 
mastodon by trapping the prehistoric ele- 
phant in deep pits and stoning him to death.

Herds of wild horses 
were surrounded and driven over cliffs. 


Prehistoric “digs” show that Man moved up 
into his next stages of development by de- 
veloping tools and weapons made of stone. 
These were crude. hand-held rocks with 
chipped edges. They were used as axes, 
scrapers and awls. 
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
